THE NEW DISTRICTS THAT HAVE BEEN AGREED 
UPON 


By the Joint Subcommittee of the General Assembly—The New District in Southeast 
Georgia—the Eleventh. 


We present below a map of the new 
congressional reapportionment of the state 
of Georgia as agreed upon by the sub-joint 
committee from the senate and the house. 

This committee was appointed by the 
general committee from both houses and has 
been at work on the matter for several weeks. 

Its report was substantially agreed upon 
Thursday afternoon, but a formal vote was 
not taken until yesterday afternoon. 

The joint. committee from both houses 
will meet Monday afternoon to receive the 
report of the subcommittee... It is almost 
certain that the subcommittee’s report will 


be adopted by the general committee, as the | 


members of the latter have kept in close 
touch with the members of the joint com- 
mittee and have conferred very freely with 
them as the matter progressed, and like- 
wise with the members of the house. 

As will be seen, there has been no change 
whatever in the seventh or ninth dis 
trict. The fourth district remaips as it is 


now, with the exception of losing Taylor 


county. The fifth district loses Fayette, 
Spalding and Henry cu ties, taking in 
no new ones. The changes in the other 
districts will appear below, and are more 
marked in the central and southern part of 
the state than in the northern, on account 


|

of the Altamaha river being made the di- 
viding line for the two districts bordering 
on the coast, Savannah being in one and 
Brunswick in the other. 

Brunswick is situated in the new district, 
which, as will be seen, is by far the larg- 
est district in area in the state, and which 


| has the smallest population. 


The population of the seventh district is 
considerably above the basis, which is 167,- 
000, but this arises from the fact that the 
members from the seventh district were 
almost unanimous in their desire to have 
the district remain as it is. They prefer 


that the population of the district be 
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somewhat in excess of the basis to losing 
any of the counties of the districh For 
the same reason the ninth district remains 
as it has been.

New Lon, August 13.—Broker Abraham 
Backer, who recently assigned for the benafit

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WYNNS BONDSMEN 
REFUSE TO MAKE GOOD E Hor 
AGE TO THE EXCHANGE 


tecause They Say He Was $10,000 Short Be- 
fore They Signed the Bond, Which 
Fact Was Kept from Them, 


Mr. Wynn’s bondsmen will not make good 
his $20,000 shortage to the alliance exchange. 
And President Peek says that unless the 
shortage is made good by tomorrow vigorous 
ings will be instituted against Mr. 
Wynn, the defaulting agent. 

There were sensational developments in the 
situation yesterday. 

And Mr. Wynn is responsible ter the state- 
ment that facts of astill greater sensational 
mature are yet to be developed. 

It is charged that the exchange, through its 
management, has practiced deliberate fraud 
upon the bondsmen of Agent Wynn. 

Yesterday when the bondsmen met to go 
over the report of Mr. Haltiwanger, the ex- 

rt, they made a discovery that was not a 
little startling. 

The entries showed, sothey assert, that 
Wynn was about ten thousand dollars behind 
in his cash account with the exchange when

The Story of Two Bonds.

President Peek, however, explains this feat- 
ure of the matter.

“These notes appeared on the books to Mr. 
‘Wynn's credit as cash, the same as ether notes 
which he gave the brokers for goods, when he 
should have paid the cash. When the books 
‘were balanced up and he found that he was 
short he made out his note 
to the exchange to cover this short- 
age, but instead of entering these notes as 
notes he had them put to his balance as cash. 
This made the books balance of course, and 
not suspecting any such transactions, I could 
not tell but that all was as straight as it ap- 
peared.” 

Those Discounted Notes. 

Another feature that is brought out in re!

8 is claimed thet President Peek wrote a 
letter to Mr. Jacob Haas, of the Capital City 
bank, authorizing him to discount Agent 
‘Wynn’s paper.

$5,000. I did this because Wynn came to me 
and told me that he had that amount of paper

Mr. Wynn was seen yesterday, after the 
action of his bondsmen, but he positively re- 
fused to say a word in regard to the matter.

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CAMBRIDGE THE NAME 


WHICH WILL BE GIVEN THE TOWN 
OF MANCHESTER. 


It Will Be a City of Schools and Colleges. 
An Excursion Party—The Town 
on a Boom. 


This place should be named Cambridge, 
said Dr. J. W. Lee, yesterday, as he reached 
Manchester, in company with several hundred 
excursionists who visited that embryotic city. 

“Why so?” asked Mr. Blalock, who is an 
expert in urban nomenclature. 

Because, rejoined Dr. Lee, the city is 
not to be a manufacturing place, but an educa- 
tional center, and Cambridge is a classic name 
which sounds well and is exceedingly appro- 
priate.“ 

This brought on an informal discussion, and 
the suggestion was commended by nearly 
every one present. It is almost certain that 
the name Will be changed to Cambridge. 

When the Manchester Land and Improve- 
ment Company was organized it was designed 
to found a suburban town which should be de- 
voted to manufactories. The name Manches- 
ter was hit upon asa peculiarly suitable one. 
When the stockholders visited the site they 
were delighted with its situation, and at once 
decided it would be a fine residence town. 
Many citizens of Atlanta expressed a wish to 
buy lots there and build summer homes, This 
idea became so popular that some of the est 
holders urged the importance of making Man- 
chester a distinctively residence town, and of 
excluding all manufacturing establishments. 
As soon as several schools and colleges de- 
termined to establish themselves at Manches- 
ter, this idea grew and met the hearty a 
proval of those who intended buying stock. 
So it is certain that Manchester, or Cambridge, 
will be a very attractive suburban residence 
town as well as one of the most notable educa- 
tional centers in Georgia. 

Yesterday morning at 10 o’clock a special 
excursion train left the carshed with several 
hundred Atlantians bound for Manchester. 
On the train there were many 
prominent capitalists, who have made 
fortunes in real estate in Atlanta 
and its vicinity. A considerable number of 
ladies were in the party. The run to Man- 
chester was made in about fifteen minutes. 
The officers of the company were on hand and 
they piloted the excursionists over the prop- 
erty. They explained thescheme tothecrowd, 
and every feature was commended. 
Then many persons expressed a wish to buy 
lots and they were permitted to stake them off. 
There was an active demand for stock, and a 
great many shares were sold. Among the 
buyers are sagacious business men who are not 
in the habit of soaking their money in profit- 
less investments.

Atlanta’s Shade Trees Are Dear te the 


Ladies. 


Atlanta’s beautiful residence streets owe 
much of their beautytothe beautiful shade 
trees which line the sidewalks. 

But how long will the shade trees last? 

A prominent society lady, who is fond of 
trees and flowers and is well versed 
in both, declares that in a few years 
all the pretty trees will have 
disappeared and that the streets will wear a 
bare and ugly appearance. 

„Why,“ said she yesterday as she used her 
fan vigorously; “we could have beautifully 
shaded streets all over the city ina few years 
if there was any protect.on to the trees by the 
authorities. One-third of the shade trees in 
the city have been destroyed wantonly by 
drivers stopping their horses and mules so 
that the bark is eaten off and the trees die 
within a year. On many streets exceeding 
one-half of the beautiful trees have been, thus 
rained. 

And now to add to that vandalism the com-

maining trees. Their men run up and down 
our choicest trees, tearing off the bark and 
bruising the tender wood with their gyves. 
They -break. and twist off the limbs, run the 
deadly wires all among the branches, and after 
they are through the trees may as well be cut 
down. Within a few years our residence 
streets will be as bare of shade trees as Ala- 
bama street. If there is no way of stoppin 
this destruction we may as well cut down al 
our delightful shade trees and save these wire 
fiends the trouble of killing them, and spare

THE NEW SECRETARY PROPOSED. 

Dr. E. D. Newton, of Clarke, brought up 
the matter that thefarmers’ club of Clarke 
had prepared a bill toelevate the commissioner 
of agriculture to the dignity of a secretaryship, 
and also to empower the grand jury of each 
county to appoint, in the several counties, 
commissioners, whose duty shall be to look 
after the agricultural interests of each county.

DECREASE OF COTTON ACREAGE. 

One of the most important actions of the con- 
vention was one looking to the decrease of the 
acreage in cotton. This subject was discussed 
fully, and it was moved to appoint a commit- 
tee to confer with the state alliance on that 
subject at its meeting in Atlanta. The com- 
mittee has not yet been announced. The idea 
of the convention was to have the state alliance 
call fora convention from all the southern 
states to meet in Georgia and settle this mo- 
mentous question. 7 

ANOTHER PROPOSITION. 

Dr. Newton again came to the front with 
some resolutions that had been printed by the 
farmers’ club of Clarke, and put upon the 
backs of all the fans used at the chapel. They 
called for the setting apart of five acres near 
the home of each farmer, to be known as the 
wife’s farm, and to be devoted entirely to the 
cnitivation of food for the home table, and 
also that each husband pledge himself to work 
a half hour each day before breakfast in 
that land. It was carried, and it was also re- 
solved that the convention nominate and elect 
Mrs. W. H. Felton, of Bartow, the friend of 
agriculture in Georgia, as president of the 
Before Breakfast Club“ of Georgia, and 
authorize her to organizea similarclub in each 
county in the state. 

Resolutions of thanks to the citizens of 
Athens and the railroads for courtesies ex- 
tended were unanimously carried by a 
rising vote, and then the convention ad- 
— to meet next February in Cuthbert. 
Nearly all of the delegates inoved out at once, 
but several remained until tomorrow. 

RESULT OF THE PRESIDENTIAL ELECTION. 

The result of the election was talked of all 
around. Captain Tom Lyon, who had been 
working hard for Colonel Waddell, said he was 
satisfied from the jump that his man would 
win, but not by such a majority as the result 
showed. To many it was a surprise that an 
election was secured on the first ballot. The 
friends of the other two candidates avow that 
they lost the battle in the last night’s work, 
when votes were changed on all sides to Wad- 
dell. The fight for the presidency was a hard 
one, but was without bitterness or Mrife. 

AS TO THE FAIR. 

Echoes of the fair question still linger, and 
they indicate that there is a division in the so- 
ciety on that question. Speaking tonight with 
a member of the executive committee, he said 
it was nothing more or less than the city of 
Macon trying to buck against the 
whole society, and the society 
wouldn’t submit to it. The fair 
has been declared off for a year. If the dif- 
ferences between the city of Macon and the 
society can be adjusted by that time, the fair 
will be held again there, if not, then bids will 
be opened forthe fair to be held in that city 
offering the greatest inducements. 

„What about the city of Macon carrying 
the matter into the courts?“ was asked. 

„Well, I rather think they will,“ was the 
reply, but we are ready for them. They 
have nothing to gain along that line.“ Talk- 
ing with the other side, it was found that 
they were determined in their stand. They 
avow their intention of fighting the matter to 
the last ditch, and seem confident that they 
will win. They say that the city of Macon 
has not violated its contract, and that it will 
stand on its rights, so there will be a pretty 
lively bustie in the courts on the question. 

The convention has been one of a successful 
nature, lively in the transaction of business, 
well attended and full of interest. It closes 
after a harmonious and successful session.

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How the Stay Law Works. 

There is not enough prospect for the stay 
law to pass the general assembly to give the 
people any concern about it. THe Coxsri- 
TUTION takes occasion to calm the public 
mind on the subject, with the assurance that 
nothing is further from the intention of the 
legislature than the passage of any such law 
as this, which would involve the state in 
more trouble than did the war. 

Several days ago Tur CONSTITUTION in- 
terviewed a number of representatives on the 
subject andthe ideathat any such thing 
was seriously contemplated was laughed at. 

We took occasion to condemn even the 
talk of pushing such a measure, and no edi- 
torial that has appeared in Tuk CONSTITU- 
TION since the meeting of the general assem- 
bly has been received with as much favor by 
the members as was that one, which has 
been generally approved in both bodies. 

There is not the slightest danger of a stay 
law for Georgia, but while the question is up 
it may be well to look into its workings at 
other places. 

The most damning disgrace that has yet 
come upon the unfortunate Argentine Repub- 
lic is its stay law. 

It was at first proposed that the collection 
of debts should be stayed one month. 
When the measure came up in the senate 
that body increased the period to six months, 
The indignant protests of the entire com- 
mercial world caused the time to be reduced 
to three months, and in that shape the bill 
was passed by more than a two-thirds ma- 

jority over the president’s veto. 

In this matter the business men of Buenos 

res behaved honorably. Fifteen hundred 
of them, many in need of relief, signed a pe- 
tition asking the president to veto the bill. 
Their request was granted, but the popular 
clamor in favor of the law carried the day. 

One of the most contemptible features of 
the whole business is the fact that many of 
the lawmakers themselves were heavily in 
debt, and it is an open secret that they 
passed the law for their own benefit. Upon 
the passage of the act handbills were dis- 
tributed calling on the people to meet and 
give an ovation to theirsenators and depu- 
ties and rebuke the merchants for what was 
called their treacherous conduct. 

In Europe, where the people of the Ar- 
gentine Republic buy goods and borrow 
money, there is widespread indignation. 
Capitalists and merchants will no longer 
credit a people who have taken advantage of 
a stay law. It would involve too much risk. 
The stay law for the old debts may be ex- 
tended when it expires, and the collection of 
new debts may be blocked. 

The Argentines will find before they get 
through with it that this dishonest law has 
done them more damage than their recent 
civil war or the collapse of their fiat money. 
The present generation will have to struggle 
along without a particle of credit, and their 
children will be fortunate if thev induce the 
outside world to believe that they are honest 
enough to be trusted. 

If any other country or state is dreaming 
of a stay law it would be well to delay ac- 
tion until the object lesson afforded by the 
Argentine Republic can be studied and un- 
derstood. 


The Views of a European Bimetallist. 


Mr. Moreton Frewen, one of the most 
prominent advocates of bimetallism in Eu- 
rope, is now in New York, where he has re- 
cently hada conversation with a representa- 
tive of The Sun in regard tothe effect of 
free coinage in this country. Mr. Frewen 
says he cannot see any warrant for the state- 
ment of the goldolators that, in the event of 
free coinage, we should lose our gold. He 
calls attention to the fact that these same 
persons predicted that the result of the lim- 
ited and compulsory coinage under the 
Bland bill would expel gold to Europe. That 
measure, however, seems to have had the 
contrary effect, for, until very recently, we 
have been accumulating gold very rapidly. 

In regard to the claim of the monometal- 
lists that free coinage at the rate of 129 cents 
per ounce would flood this country with Eu- 
ropean silver, Mr. Frewen says there is no 
silver bullion in Europe to speak of, and sil- 
ver coined at a higher ratio (1 to 154) will not 
be melted up for such a purpose. It will be 
remembered that Editor Murat Halstead 

and some of the other goldolators recently 
informed THE CONSTITUTION and the rest 
of the country that France is waiting an op- 
portunity to melt up her silver, and send it 
to this country at a loss of 4 cents on the 
dollar. Mr. Frewen, who apparently knows 
what he is talking about, says that France, 
as late as December, 1889, refused an offer 
of 133 cents an ounce in gold for sixty mill- 
ion dollars’ worth of her silver flve-franc

‘the convertibility of her silver, declined to exer- 


cise her option and call this mass of gold in ex- 
change for coined silver at 133 cents per ounce. 

Mr. Frewen says that free coinage would 
not enable any foreign country to exchange 
silver for American gold, and he very clearly 
shows why. Free coinage, as we have fre- 
quently explained, does not authorize the 
government to buy silver bullion at any 
price. The government merely coins the 
bullion on private account, and the holder 
can get for it either silver certificates or sil- 
ver currency. Mr. Frewen enlarges on this 
point: 

Free coinage is merely the permission given to 
any man to bring silver to your mints and have it 
coined into legal tender dollars; if, having done 
80, he takes those dollars toa bank bere and de- 
mands gold in exchange, the banker need not give 
gold; if you had acredit of ten million francs at 
the Bank of France today, you could not draw 
gold from that institution: you draw notes which 
the bank is not obliged to pay in gold, but can 
pay in legal tender five-franc silver pieces. So 
that it European silver was melted up and sent 
here, was then coined and deposited at a bank, 
and the owner wanted gold, he would just walk 
down to Wall street and buy New York Centrals 
and sell those shares again in London for gold, 
drawing gold from the Bank of England. That is 
the only institution in the world which obliges it- 
self to pay gold on demand. Free coinage here 
might cause a run for gold on the Bank of Eng- 
land, not on your banks here. 

Personally, Mr. Frewen is not in favor of 
the free coinage of silver in the United 
States at this time, as he believes it would 
weaken the prospect of a monetary union of 
all the leading nations, with open mints for 
both metals. At the same time he says that 
a high price for silver here means high 
prices for cotton and wheat. On the other 
hand, if the price of silver falls, the exports 
of agricultural products to Europe from 
silver-using ; Asia are stimulated at the ex- 
pense of the American farmer. Mr. Frewen 
says that in desiring to see the price of sil- 
ver higher, the Farmers’ Alliance is very 
well advised. 

These are factsthat the goldolators and 
money sharks do not pretend to controvert. 


Our Chautauqua a Success.

The Confederate Home. 

There will soon arise before the general 
assembly the question whether the state 
shall accept and maintain the confederate 
soldiers’ home, which has been reared by 
popular subscription. The finance commit- 
tee of the house has reported in favor of ac- 
cepting the tender made by the trustees who 
have had charge of this noble benefaction, 
and it isto be hoped that this report will 
meet the unanimous approval of the legisla- 
ture. It has been hinted that there will be 
some opposition to the report. Let us hope 
not. The movement of which the report of 
the finance committee is the outcome is one 
that appeals to the highest sentiments of 
man’s nature. It isa movement that was 


born of the sense of justice which is deep-, 


seated inthe minds of the people, and it 
was carried through on a wave of popular 
enthusiasm that has had few parallels in 
Georgia. 

The origin of the movement to establish 
the home is an interesting piece of. history. 
Major Stewart, of Texas, was in New York 
city soliciting funds for a soldiers’ home in 
his state, and it was remarked in the news- 
papers that he was meeting with but indif- 
ferent success. Seeing this, the lamented 
Henry Grady wrote an editorial headed 
„Come Back, Major Stewart!’’ It was a 
stirring and an electrifying appeal to the 
people of the south and of Georgia to care 
for their own indigent soldiers, and the re- 
sponse was overwhelming in its promptness 
and enthusiasm. The result of this response 
is the splendid memorial to patriotism and 
valor which the great state of Georgia is 
asked to accept and, for a period, to main- 
tain. 

In the history of Georgia no movement 
ever enlisted the hearts of the people of all 
classes and conditions than that which has 
culminated in the building of this place of 
refuge for the confederate veterans who 
are no longer able to maintain themselves, 
No movement was ever endorsed more 
unanimously or more enthusiastically. And 
now we are told that among the representa- 
tives of the people who have contributed 
their money and their sympathy toward the 

establishment of this benefaction are to be 
found some who object to the acceptance 
and maintenance of this sacred trust by the 
state. } 
It is impossible to conceive of any rational 
or patriotic objection. There certainly can 
be no objection on the score of economy, for 
the state is to be amply repaid for doing 
what other states régard as a sacred duty. 
The building which constitutes the home, 
and the lana on which it is built, are to- be 
deeded to the state in fee simple. The prop- 
erty is now worth, at a fair valuation, 
$200,000, and, at the expiration of the trust, 
which is as temporary and as fleeting as life 
itself, it will revert to the state. It will not 
only be as sacred an investment as a com- 
monwealth ever made, but it will be a profit- 
able one. At the end of ten years, the 
property, at a reasonable estimate, will have 
trebled in value. It will be worth more

accrue, or the loss that may be sustained! 
How #rdid the mind that will raise a ques- 
tion of economy when the state proposes to 
care for-its homeless soldiers—the men who, 
having risked their lives in the lost cause, 
have been overtaken by the misfortune of 
poverty.

Warnesnono, Ga., August 13.— [Special. 
Your correspondent called upon Hon. Tom 
Watson and showed him the editorial in yes- 
terday’s ConsTITUTION upon the vote of the 
alliance congressmen for Mr. Crisp for speaker 
and asked him what he had to say in reply. He 
said: 

„My position as to Mr. Crisp is the result of 
my duty growing out of my campaign pledges. 
I shall certainly adhere to it. It has been 
endorsed by every countyin the tenth con- 
gressional district. Burke has endorsed my 
position and she is the last of the eleven. 

THE RECENT STATEMEMT. 

„When I stated that in response to an in- 
quiry that four of the Georgia delegation, in- 
cluding myself, would vote for no candidate 
for speaker without some reference to the 
Ocala platform, I had good reasons for saying 
so. Mr. Livingston had told me so at Scar- 
boro, and he has not contradicted as to what 
took place between us. If he has changed his 
mind, of course he has the right todoso. As 
to Mr. Moses, he told me at the Kimball house 
the night that we spoke at the capitol that all 
things being equal he would vote for Crisp, 
but thatifsome other democrat came nearer 
to the Ocala platform he would support 
that candidate, and he was not com- 
mitted to Mr. Crisp. He brought 
the subject up himself, and it was 
his voluntary statement. I got my informa- 
tion as to Mr. Winn from Senator Ellington. 
I do not understand his letter to be a contra- 
diction of it. I thought that the platform 
would play some part in deciding the vote of 
each of these gentlemen, and I think it will. 
The alliance votes, though they be few, will 
be the balance of power. Messrs. Mills, 
Springer and Crisp are very close in the race. 
The alliance congressmen, by standing to- 
gether and remaining uncommitted, can dic- 
tate who shall be chosen.

The Chattanooga Tines says that since its lease 
of the Western and Atlantic railroad, the Nash-

The most important of these improvements is 
the erection of new and stronger bridges over the 
numerous streams between Chattanooga and At- 
lanta.

All the old Dooley switches will be re- 
moved and will be substituted by the more recent 
splitswitch. The workmenare alsotearing up 
the old track where it is worn worst, and replac- 
ing it with a new 70-pound steel rail.

And the committee on general agriculture 
of the house will make an adverse report on 
the bill. 

This resolution was ted: 

Resolved, That it is the sense of this body that 
a stay law by the legislature would be violative 
of the constitution and against the best interest 
of the people of Georgia, and that this resolution 
be given to the press for publication. 

The question was thoroughly ventilated, 
and then the resolution was unanimously 
adopted.

The alliance members of the body convened 
in room 21, in the statehouse last night, to 
consider the bill. The meeting was fully at- 
tended; and the question was freely 
discussed. The bill was not passed 
upon, the sentiment of the committee was 
clearly against its passage. 

Speaker Pro Tem. Trammell, of Whitfield, 
was the first to declare his opposition to the 
bill, clearly and forcibly assigning the reason 
for his opposition. 

Mr. Parker, of Wilkinson, spoke in behalf 
of the measure, arguing at considerable 
length the demand made forit by the hard 
times and the inability of the poor people to 
meet their debts. 

Mr. Bryan, of Floyd, opposed the Dill, but 
wanted to hear what the state alliance would 
say about the measure in deference to the 
wishes of Mr. Montgomery, of Taylor, its 
author. 

Mr. Calvin, of Richmond, spoke against the 
bill, pointing out the danger of enacting such 
a law to the commercial and every other inter- 
est of the state. . 

Mr. Devooer, of Milton, said that individu- 
ally he was satisfied the bill should not pass, 
but wanted to hear from his constituents be- 
fore he voted, as he was not his own, But their 
mouthpiece. 

Mr. Merritt, of Hall, favored the bill, and 
said his people wanted such a law. 

On the question of postponing action to see 
what the state alliance would do, Mr. Tram- 
mel) said: 

We are here as legislators and are respon- 
sible to the people for the votes we may cast, 
and I want to say that for my part I see no ne- 
cessity to postpone action on this measure that 
another body may express its views. Suppose 
the state alliance were not going to meet, 
would the gentlemen havea meeting called 
that an expression of opinion might be ob- 
tained ?”’ 

Mr. Lumsden, of White, opposed the bill, 
and saw no need of postponing action. 

“The state, said he, “already feels the 
effect of the introduction of this bill, and the 
quickerit is killed the better. There are more 
states in this union than one, and more places 
where money can be invested than Georgia, 
and we do not wish to retard development. 

Dr. Mattox, of Clinch, wanted action post- 
poned to hear from his constituency. 

Mr. Perry, of Worth, then spoke, saying: I 
believe the least agitation of this question is 
hurtful, while on local bills I want to know 
the wishes of the people whom I represent on 
questions affecting the entire commonwealth.

While it is evident that the majority of the 
committee is opposed to the billon the ques- 
tion of tabling the measure, the vote stood 14 
to 12 in favor of tabling, many voting in the 
affirmative out of deference to the wishes of 
the author.

The story only leaked out this evening, but

Mitkiewiecz 
isa Russian count, who has achieved some 
notoriety through his connection with the 
attempt of several Philadelphians, at the head 
of whom was Wharton Barker, to secure 
voluable concessions from the Chinese govern- 
ment for the purpose of inaugurating an inter- 
national banking scheme. 
“SHOEBOX’’ MILLER THE CAUSE. 

The trouble arose over ‘Shoebox’ Miller, 
the notorious Pittsburg crook, who escaped 
from the penitentiary in a shoe box and fied 

to Canada. Miller's crime was that of tortur- 
ing and robbing an old couple in the outskirts 
of Pittsburg. After his escape he was re- 
captured and served out his term of seven 

On his release he was converted, and 
some of the good people“ of Pittsburg made 
a great deal of the reformed jailbird. He 
came here about a year ago, and in some way 
fell in with Count Mitkeewicz, and 
became a frequent visitor at the latter’s house. 
Countess Mitkeewicz, who was formerly 
Miss Marshall, of the famous Virginia 
family of that name, of course, knowing 
nothing of Miller's antecedents, introduced 
him to Miss Virginia Stuart Mosby, a daughter 
of the guerrilla chieftain. Miss Mosby is a 
tall, handsome, attractive and accom- 
plished young lady of twenty-two. The ac- 
quaintance between Miller and Miss Mosby 
rapidly ripened into intimacy. She seemed 
fascinated with the man and they became en- 


gaged.

THE BROTHER APPEARS. 


About three weeks ago her brother, Beverly 
C Mosby, a young Virginia lawyer, came here. 
Ae met Miller and was not favorably im- 

pressed with him. He asked his sister about 
his antecedents, and she confessed she knew 
mothing. Thereupon young Mosby went to 
Miller, and told bim that considering the fact 
of his engagement to his sister he was in duty 
bound to make some inquiries as to who and 
what he (Miller) was. 
The latter seemed impressed with the force of 
Mosby's logic and boldly gave him a letter to 
a prominent lawyer and churchman of Pitts- 
burg. Mosby boarded the next train, but at 
first the latter was averse to giving him any 
information further than to say he believed he 
was a good man. When Mosby acquainted 
him with the fact of his sister’s engagement 
to Miller, however, he promptly told him the 
whole truth. Mosby went to the police and 
verified his criminal record. 
HE WAS MAD. 


Naturally he returned to this city infuriated. 
laid what he had learned be-

Thereupon young Mosby went in search of 
Count Mitkeewicz with a horse whip. He be- 
lieved that the count, who had been criticised 
by his father very harshly some years ago, 
knew all about Miller, and had deliberately 
planned to marry his sister to a scoundrel as his 
Laboring under that im- 
pression he sought him with the purpose of 
horsewhipping him. He went to Chamber- 
lain's, and not finding him there repaired to 
the count’s residence. There he met 
Mitkeewicz in the parlor. In his 
anger and wrought-up frame of mind, 
he had no time to think of the convention- 
Siities, and had neglected to remove his hat.

Execution of Henry Henson at St. Louis 
Yesterday. 

Sr. Louis, August 13.— Henry Henson, the 
wife murderer, has expiated his crime on 
the scaffold. Considerable apprehension was 
felt atthe scene, which, at one time, threat- 
ened to become a A 5 

About half an hour before the deathwalk 
began, the entire crowd present to witness the 
execution was admitted into the exercise hall 


of the jail, into which the doors of the prison- 


ers’ cells open. This rendered Henson stub- 
born, for he has refused to see any one 
except the officials, and it was found nessary 
to invite the crowd, newspaper men in- 
cluded, to retire, which they did. Even then 
the hanging was delayed one-half an hour. 
The other factor that threatened a scene was 
the fact that the murderer weighed over three 
hundred pounds, and has a large neck and 
small head. In spite of these facts the drop 
was five feet. However, no untoward 
accident occurred. Henson slept little 
last night, preferring to talk with his jailers 
and smoke. His conversation was of a cheer- 
tul character, being interspersed with hearty 
laughter. 
REFUSED SPIRITUAL ADVICE. 

As stated before, Henson would see no one, 
notevenaclergyman. Rev. H. H. Edwards, 
rector of St. James Episcopal church, was at 
the jail at an early hour, but the prisoner not 
only refused all spiritual consolation, but did 
80 in a blasphemous manner. 

He ate no breakfast, but drank a large glass 
of whisky at 6 o’clook, after which he smoked 
acigar. The condemned man refused to hear 
the death warrant read, and at 7 o’clock the 
march to the gallows began. The gallows was 
reached three minutes later, and after Henson 
had bid goodbye to his friends present ina 
jovial manner, and talked and joked with the 
executioners about the chance of the execu- 
tion being a failure, the black cap was ad- 
justed. At Henson’s request no religious 
services were read on the scaffold. 

The drop fell at 7:110’clock, his neck being 
broken and stretched out about a foot, proving 
that the fears of an untoward occurrence were 
net groundless. At 7:15 o’clock he was pro. 
nounced dead, and fifteen minutes later the 
body was cut down and surrendered to his 
friends. 

HENSON’S CRIME. 

Henry Henson was convicted of the murder 
of his wife, Ida. The murderer, a stolid Ger- 
man of middle age, had married a widow with 
one child. They lived unhappily in a board- 
ing house which they conducted at No. 405 
South Second street, Henson being of an in- 
sanely jealous disposition. On the evening of 
February 2, 1889, Henson charged his wife 
with receiving the attentions of a boarder. 

A quarrel ensued, and hot words were ex- 
changed for more than an hour. At last Hen- 
son took his revolver from a dresser drawer, 
and started toward the woman, The latter’s 
thirteen-year-old son interfered, and Henson 
left the room. A little later he returned, 
placed the muzzle of the weapon against the 
side of the unsuspecting woman’s head and 
sent a ball crashing into her brain. As his 
15 came from an ad joining room, a sec- 
ond ball grazed his form. At the trial a de- 
fense of accident was made, but the jury 
found Henson guilty after being out only 
thirty-three minutes. 

The supreme court sustained this finding 
and set the execution for July 2d. On the 
evening of the Ist, however, Governor Francis 
granted the condemued murderer a reprieve 
until today, when the law’s edict was car- 
ried out. 

Hanging of Chris Yonng. 


LEXINGTON, Mo., August 13.—Chris Young, 
slayer of Stephen Ferguson, was hanged in jail 
here at 8:17 o’clock a.m. The body fell six 
feet and two inches and the neck was broken. 
Young talked and smoked his pipe until 11:30 
o’clock last night when he lay down and 
slept soundly until 5:15 o’clock this morning. 
Upon awakening hedressed himself and had 
a smoke and at6 o'clock ate a hearty break- 
fast. 

Just before 8 o’clock Sheriff Mitchell visited 
him in his cell, read the death warrant and 
told him to prepare himself for the march to 
the scaffold. 

Young mounted the “oe leading to the 
platform witha firm tread, smiling upona 
score or more of men who stood about the gal- 
lows. After being strapped, Sheriff Mitchell 
asked him if he had anything to say. 

„Nothing.“ came in a distinct voice. Give 
my regards to all the Higginsville boys.“ 

Sheriff Mitchell, when everything was 
ready, said, Goodbye, Chris,“ and cut the 
rope. At 8:45 o’clock the body was taken 
down and placed in a plain coffin, and was 
buried in the cemetery before noon. 


MERIT WILL WIN. 


A Change of Rules in Civil Service Exam- 
inations. 


WASHINGTON, August 13.—The president, 
upon recommendation of the civil service 
commission, has made important changes in 
the rules governing the classified service. 
Under these amendments all promotions here- 
after made in the classified service will be 
upon a strictly competitive examination, con- 
ducted under the direct authority of the 
civil service commission. „ The rules 
for promotion heretofore in force 
required all clerks, whether they 
desired it or not, to stand an examination, 
the appointing officer being authorized to 
promote any one who passed the examina- 
tion without regard to his relative standing. 

These examinations have hitherto been held 
only in the war department, it being the desire 
ot the commission to test their practicability 
in one of the smaller departments of the gov- 
ernment. In practice these rules proved to be 
not satisfactory, both because the examina- 
tions of all clerks were compulsory and because 
promotions could be made without regard to 
merit. 

Under the amended rules appointing officers 
will be relieved of the importunities of clerks 
seeking promotion, through outside social and 

olitical influences. In a word promotions, 
ike appointments, will be made upon merit 


only. ; 
In examintions for promotions much weight 

will be given to official records of clerks as to 

punctuality, diligence and efficiency. 


COTTON AND CORN. 


The Report of the Department of Agricul- 
ture of Alabama. 


MonTGomERY, Ala., August 13.—[Special.] 
The reportof the department of am peer 
for the month of July has been completed, and 
the total state average on the condition of the 
cotton crop. compared to an average of the past 
five years, is 92 per cent, against 98 percent this 
time last year. The average prospect for a 
full crop is 87 per cent, against 93 per cent re- 
ported for July, 1890. The condition of the 
cotton crop now, compared with this time last 
year, is-90 per cent, against 99 per cent then, 
compared with the condition of the crop of 
July, 1889. 

The showing for the corn crop is an im- 
provement on last year’s * for July. The 
present crop, compared with the average con- 
dition at this time for the past five years, is 98 
per cent, against 93 per cent shown by the 
crop of July, 1890.

THE HANGING OF THE MANIPURI CHIEFS. ’ 


The Condemned Belonged to the Nobility, 
but They Were Not Even Honored with 
a Soldier’s Death, but Were Hanged. 


SLA. August 13.— Another illustration of 
the swift punishment which Engiand inflicts 
upon those who violate her rights or infringe 
upon her dignity in India, was given today lat 
Manipur, when two of the leaders of the mas- 
sacre of British officers in March last met their 
death at the gates of the capital. Two men 
who were executed today were members of the 
reigning family of Manipurs, but neither their 
high position or appeals for clemency that had 
been made for them could save them from the 
vengeance of the law. Both had appealed 
from the sentence of death that had been im- 
posed upon them by the military court of in- 
quiry before which they were tried, but the 
viceroy of India, the marquis of Lansdowne 
bad decided that the interests of Great Britain 
demanded that these men should die. 

THEY WERE HANGED. 
They were soldiers, yet not for them the 


honor of a soldier’s death. They were not 


permitted to stand erect before the squad of 
soldiers and to hear the fatal command of 
Ready! aim! fire!“ but they were hanged 
like ordinary murderers. 

The principal victim of today’s tragedy was 
the senaputty, or the commander-in-chief of 
the Manipuri army. He was a younger brother 
of the rajah of ipur and some years ago 
he drove the rajah inw exile and placed an- 
other brotheron the throne, who governed 
Manipur under the title of jubraj, or regent 
It was the senaputty who instigated the massa- 
cre of Chief Commissioner Quinton, Political 
Agent Grimwood and others who lost their 
lives at the fatal durbar held in Manipur. 

The other victim was Tongal General, 
who violated the flag of truce under which the 
Englishmen were decoyed from the residency 
at Manipur, which they had so gallantly de- 
fended against ee odds, when at- 
tacked by the Manipuri, and who gave the 
order to the native executioner to 
strike the heads and feet from the British 
prisoners. 

THERE WAS NO DISTURBANCE. 

An immense crowd of natives witnessed the 
executions. There was no sign of any disturb- 
ance among the spectators. This was undoubt- 
edly due to the fact that a large detachment of 
troops, both British and natives, were present, 
and had any disorders occurred they were pre- 

ared to quell them in very short order. 
Jubraj, regent of Manipur, and Prince Anqoa 
Sena, whose sentences = death were commuted 
by the viceroy to transportation for life and 
forfeiture of their property, will shortly be 
taken from the country. It has not yet been 
announced where to. 


SUICIDES IN CHARLESTON. 


The Mania Has Broken Out by the 
Sea. 


CHARLESTON, S. C., August 13.—Special.]— 
The suicidal mania has broken out again 
among the foreign population of Charleston. 
Two attempts have occurred within the last 
twenty-four hours. Antonio Boccacio, an 
Italian, thirty years old, swallowed a lot of 
morphine last night, with suicidal intent. He 
took an overdose, however, and the doctor 
saved his life. Disappointment in love is said 
to be the cause. 

Today George Sellmer, a German from New 
York, was found in bed with his throat cut. 
His life was also saved by the surgeons. He 
used a razor, but missed the jugular vein. 
is married and has two children. He has been 
drinking heavily recently, which brought on 
the suicidal mania.

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4A Talk with Seeretary Nettleton About 
the 2 Per Cent Bonds. 

‘Wasnincron, August 13.—Inquiry at the treas- 
ury department develops the fact that Secretary 
Foster’s plan for continuing the 4% per cent loan 
at 2 per cent has so far failed to meet with the 
favor that was anticipated by its’ advocates. On 
the 21 of July, when the offer was made to con- 
tinue the % per cent bonds at 2 per cent, there 
was outstanding $51,000,000, 4½ per cent of which 
amount, $23,000,000, was held by 900 national banks 
asa basis for circulation. Since then, $18,500,000 
of these bonds have been continued, and of this 
amount $3,000,000 came {rom private individuals, 
and $15,500,000 from 600 national banks, leaving 
2 r cents in ion of 300 nationa 
banks, and $25,000,000 in hands of individuais. 

— 523,000. 000, in order to be 
continued under the present offer, must be pre- 
sented on or before September 2d, the date on 
which their interest ceases. Otherwise the secre- 
tary of the treasury must be prepared to redeem 
them on presentation, or make terms with the 
holders for an extension of time at the present 
rate of interest, viz., 4% cent. 

The available cash ance in the treasury to- 
day, outside of fractional silver coin and deposits 
in the national banks, is $13,500,000, and 18 grad- 
urlix increasing. 

hile there is no question of the government's 
ability to redeem these bonds at maturity, it is 
well known that it would prefer to continue them.

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THE -BRICEVILLE. ‘MINES 


TOR OF MINES 


AND THE PRISONERS ORDERED Back 


A New Turn in the Briceville Mine Question, 
Which Removes the Obnoxious Con- 


victs and Allays the Feeling. 


WAsHVILLE, Tenn., August 13.—[Special.}— 
The state board of prison inspectors this after- 
voon issued an order that the convicts now at 
Briceville, Tenn., be immediately removed to 
some other branch prison or to the main prison 
at Nashville. 

This action was taken because of the horri- 
bly unsanitary condition of the mine and the 
lack of accommodations for the convicts. It 
is. doubtful, however, if they will ever be 
taken back, as it is understood that the parties 
to the contract under which they were placed 
at Briceville are dissatisfied. 

THE EFFECT OF THE ACTION. 

Briceville is the scene of the recent disturb- 
ances, which were caused by the introduction 
of these convicts. It is thought that the action 
of the inspectors will have a most salutary ef- 
fect upon the free labor, in showing them that 
the law will be enforced against one as well as 


the other, and at the same time secure 
and quiet, and allow more time for the consid- 
eration of the grave questions thrust upon the 
state by the outbreak. 

THE FIRST NEWS. 

It was reported to the prison inspectors some 
days ago that the mine was in an awful condition 
and they immediately ordered G. W. Ford, 
commissioner of labor and inspector of mines, 
to make an inspection and report. He did in- 
spect the mine August 4th and 5th, and re- 
ported that the Tennessee Min- 
ing Company had not furnished a 
map of the mine as required 
by law; that they were operating it with only 
one shaft in violation of law; that the condi- 
tion of the mine was such as torender human 
life insecure: there was much standing water 
in the mines, resulting from defective drain- 
age, and through which the miners had to 
wade, and the mine was filled with stagnant, 
impure and poisonous air; children under 
twelve years of age guarded the entrance, and 
fifty-six free miners and forty-four convicts 
mingled together indiscriminately. 

THE REPORT SUSTAINED. 

The inspectors then proceeded to Bricevil 
and made a personal investigation confirming 
the above, and found, in addition, that the 
men were sleeping on boards with only two 
blankets, and there was no hospital. There-

ZHE UNIVERSITY WILL TEACH HOW 
TO DO 80. 


Dr. J. B. Hunnicutt Elected to the Chair of 
Agriculture in the Georgia University. 
The Trustees’ Meeting Yesterday. 


Dr. J. B. Hunnicutt will oceuy the chair of 
agriculture at the University of Georgia. 

He was elected to that position yesterday, 

and will resign his place as assistant commis- 
sioner of agriculture to accept it. 

The trustees of the university assembled in 
called meeting at the capitol yesterday morn- 
ing. The * was called for the purpose 
of electing three new professors—one to the 
chair of agriculture, made vacant by the resig- 
mation of Dr. Jones; one to a chair 
of elocution, and the third to a chair of his- 
tory and political science—the two latter 
chairs to be founded. 

For a called meeting, there was a good at- 
tendance yesterday, and the members settled 
down at once to the work before them. 

It was decided not to elect an elocution pro- 
fessor for the next term, as the funds were not 
sufficient to allow it, and Chancellor Boggs, an 
able elocutionist, offered to take the work 
upon himself, in spite of the fact that his 
duties are already many and arduous. 

Professor T. H. F. McPherson was elected 
tothe chairof history and political science. 
He is* at present professor of history in the 
University of Michigan, at Ann Arbor. He 
is a Marylander by birth, and received the 
title of doctor of ghilosophy at the Johns 
Hopkin’s university. His recommendations 
are extremely high, and the trustees are de- 
lighted that they have secured the services of 
such a man. 

Then came the election of a gentle 
man to fill the chair of agricul- 
ture, a most importent posltson, 
and one that requires the services of none but 
the right man. It is intended that from this 
chair be taught how to successfully engage in 
the pursuit of agriculture, and to instruct 
Georgia youths in the ways and means of best 
conducting their farms. It is intended to be 
theoretical and practical. Just as a student 
at law is sent out with an education in that 
line that properly applied leads on to success, 
soisit intended that a youth who wants to 
follow agriculture be given an education 
in that line that places him in a position to 
understandingly strive for and reach success. 

There were several applications made for 
this chair, but, without delay, the trustees 
selected Dr. J. B. Hunnicutt, a compliment 


fully merited by that gentleman. 
He is the well-known assistant commis- 


sioner of agriculture for Georgia, and, besides 
being exceedingly practical, is in possession of 
ahigh education. He taught schoo! before the 


war, and was professor of Latin in Emory col- 
lege at its beginning. After the war he has 
been offered professorships in several colleges, 
but owing to his ill health refused. 

Twelve years ago he began farming at Turin, 


in Coweta county. 

„J started farming, said he, partly for 
pleasure and partly for profit. I 
wanted to see if money ocould be 
made out of farming. I had heard so many 
people say a man would starved to death 
tryin to farm, that 1 thought I 
would see whose fault it was that money 
wasn’t cleared. 

I paid $10 an acre for my land, and eleven 
years afterward I rented the land for $10 an 
acre, for just as long a time as I stayed away. 

„That shows what can be done. The more 
I improved my land and the more I spent on 
it, tue more the percentage cleared increased. 
I made money, and farmers who go at it right 
will do the same thing. 

„Why. if farmers have to work harder than 
any other class, and then don’t make money, 
the country is going to ruin. They should live 
and enjoy life like other people, and make 
money, and they can certainly do it in Geor- 

a * 


Dr. Hunnicutt was asked if he would accept 
the position, and if so how he intended run- 

the department. 

„It's quite a surprise to me, said he, as 
I hadn't thought of it up to a short time ago, 
but I suppose I will accept. As to how I in- 
tend running it, of course I can’t tell yet as 
tothe details. 

“A * who goes there to learn agriculture 
should first be given an intelligent idea of 
man himself, about his anatomy, etc., so he 
will know how to live and what to eat. He 
should be giverPa thorough course in botany, 
so he will know any and every plant and its 

ts. Agricultural chemistry is an impor- 
tant feature, showing what's in the soll, 
what's good for plants and what isn't. Geol- 
ogy comes in as another important feat- 
ure. With these and other studies he 
will be taught, he gets an intelligent 
idea of his crop, and what is 
needed to make it better. 

Then there must be an experimental farm 
where practical effects are shown, and where 
ee will learn a good crop when they 
Bee it. 

They should gain practical knowledge in 
othér ways, too, such as the best strains of 
stock, and all that sort of a thing. 

„There is already an experimental farm at 
Athens, and it will not take very long to get 
everything well started.“ 

That gives some idea of what Georgia’s sons 
will be taught. Dr. Hunnicutt says farming 
does pay in Georgia, and he has demonstrated 
as fact.

He and Dr. McPherson take their chairs at 
the beginning of the session in September. 

An unusual interest was takey in the elec- 
tion of the professor to fill the chair of agricul- 
ture, bacause Governor Northen’s name had 
been mentioned in connection with the va- 
cancy.

— the governor’s fitness for the position, 
said: 

Besides the prominent gentlemen who are 
spoken of forthe chair of practical agricul- 
ture, one other name has been mentioned— 
that of Hon. W. J. Northen. It has been 
suggested that at the conclusion of his term of 
pflice in November, 1892, Governor Northen 
might be induced to take charge of this im- 
portant interest in the State university, Be- 
sides being a practical farmer, Governor 
Northen is a man of broad culture and has 
been a successful teacher. It is believed that 
in case Governor Northen decides to retire 
from political life he might be induced to

The Question Debated. 

As soon as the bill had been read, Mr. 
Roberts, of Douglas, sent in an amendment to 
the measure, fixing the rate of salary for the 
members ofthis board at $2 per day, instead 
of $3.

THE NEW YORK STOCK MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Kxchange. 

NEW YORK, August 13.—The stock market today 
was less active, but displayed a firm to strong tone, 
which, but for the influence of Union Pacific, might 
have been the cause of material improvement in prices. 
Sigus are not wanting that the Union Pacific’s floating, 
debt scare has served its purpose in the street, and prob. 
abilities are that in afew days some other sensation 
will take its place and the floating debt will be allowed 
to settle itself as far as Wall street is concerned 
Union Pacific today was still the most conspicuous 
figure in the market, but its transactions were ona 
much smaller scale than during the last few days, and 
its fluctuations were brought down toa parity with 
those in the rest of the list, while late in the day its 
relative importance in dealings was subordinated to 
that of some other stocks. Burlington, Atchison and 
St. Paul, and later Rock Isiand, and Louisville and 
Nashville were features of trading but the remainder 
of the market, with the single exception of Cordage, 
showed no animation ofa movement of importance, 
London was apparently seller of Union Pacific, St. 
Paul and Atchison in early trading, and after a firm to 
strong opening, with further fractional gains, a partial 
reaction was forced to general list, while Union Pacific 
was broken 1½ per cent. Reports from growing crops 
were again ofa great, encouraging character, and un- 
doubted strength was shown in active stocks through- 
out the day, aithough the advances were confined to 
small fractions until Union Pacific again displayed 
strength in the afternoon. Only in a few specialties, 
however, did the gains amount to anything material 
for the day, and the usual realizations sagged prices 
off again during the late trading. Among the special- 
ties most prominent for strength, were Chicago Gas 
and Lake Erie and Western preferred, while the only 
weak point in the list was Louisville and Nashville, 
but its loss was only u percent for the day.

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


Features of the Speculative Movement in 


Grain and Provisions, 

CHICAGO, August 13.—The excitement and nerv- 
ousness in wheat were continued today with frequent 
and sharp fluctuations, though the range was narrower 
than that of yesterday, and the close somewhat lower. 
The business done was lighter than during the past 
few days, chiefly because neither bulls nor bears cared 
to risk much on their convictions. Their timidity in 
the early part of the session was largely the result of 
Pardridge’s action yesterday in allowing his short 
trades to be covered in the open market; traders were 
inclined to await the clearing house settlement to 
make sure that his checks in settlements in differences 
were not thrown out. When it became known that he 
had responded with the necessary funds, they breathed 
more easily, but there remained another deterrent 
shadow, suspicion that the market was being manipu- 
lated by a clique of eastern speculators who were 
alternately advancing and depressing prices. The 
absence of Pardridge, whose dealings have cut such a 
figure in the transactions of each day, also tended to 
make business light. Prices were very easily in- 
fluenced in either direction. The bears, while not 
disposed to do much, would rush into the market and 
cover whenever there scemed to be any unusual move- 
ment in the way of buying, and on the other hand 
the bulls would seem crazy to sell when the action of 
the market or any item of news seemed to indicate 
any loss of confidence. The large clearances from all 
— yesterday and the day before had a bullish effect.

The Summary Mcthods of a South Carolina 
Magistrate. 

CotumBiA, S. C., August 13.—[Special.]— 
Trial Justice Joe Heller, of Newberry county, 
has hit upon a unique, as well as cheap and 
effective, way of administering the law in cer- 
tain contingencies. An old negro named 
Bishop, living with his two small children, 
aged six and eight, was fonnd dead in his 
house on Friday of last week. It appears that 
he died on Wednesday, but the children did 
not tell anything about it. When the body 
was discovered by the neighbors they sent for 
Squire Heller to hold an inquest, but that 
official was otherwise engaged several 
miles distant, and did not come un- 
til Saturday night. Then the body was so 
decomposed that it was extremely offensive. 
No one would undertake to burry it. So 
Squire Heller, with his usual fertility of re- 
source, ordered the building fired, and soon 
the house and contents, including the body of 
the dead negro, were enveloped in flames. It 
was this same Squire Heller, who some 
years ago, sentenced a negro woman to banish- 
ment ten miles beyond Broad river, or thirty 
days in jail.

WHAT IS BEING DONE BY THE CiTY 
GOVERNMENT. 


Who the Public Weighers Will Be—An Im- 
portant Meeting of the Street Com- 
mittee Yesterday. 


The two public weighers, made necessary by 
the adoption of the scales ordinance, have not 
yet been appointed by Mayor Hemphill. 

The appointments, will be sent to the gen- 
eral council Monday. 

It is generally believed, however, tbat 
the uppointments have been written 
and that the appointees are Mr. 
pen ok Williford, who was at 
one time deputy sheriff of Fulton county, and 
Mr. Levi Wells, an old, time Atlantian. 

Both of these gentlemen are well known in 
the city, and have been identified with her 
interests from time immemorial. Mr. Williford 
is remembered as the muscular deputy sheriff 
for this county away back when the 
whipping post was a punishment for 
crime, and he is also remembered 
as very efficiently executing that law. Mr. 
Wells is also well known to Atlantians. 

Will the Ordinance Be Changed. 

There was much talk yesterday, and has 
been for the last few days, among members of 
the council about changing the ordinance very 
materially. 

Coal dealers who do business on the out- 
skirts of the city are dbing some lively kick- 
ing. They say it will be extremely unjust to 
have them drive their wagons all the way to 
the heart of the city to have fifty or seventy- 
five cents’ worth, or even a basket of coal 
weighed on the public scales. This, they say, 
under the present working of the ordinance, 
they will be forced to do often. 

The plan as proposed by the coal dealers, 
wlllch was published in yesterday morning’s 
paper, to provide for the employment of asworn 
weigher by each dealer, is meeting with favor. 
It is probable that some such plan will be 
formulated into an ordinance and introduced 
into the council Monday afternoon. 

“The scales ordinance,” said Councilman 
Lambert yesterday, is certainly a good one, 
andis badly needed in Atlanta, but it does 
look hard for the dealers out on the outskirts. 
I have no particular objection to the proposed 
plan to allow the dealers to employ sworn 
weighers, except that these weighers will be 
paid by the dea ers and be under their influ- 
ence. I am satistied that the ordinance will be 
changed in some way atthe meeting Mon- 


day. 


The Street Committee. 

The street committee held a very important 
meeting yesterday afternoon. 

The ordinance authorizing the paving of 
Simpson street from Marietta street to Lam- 
bert street, at an estimated cost of $12,000, was 
reported favorably. 

A commu.ication the city en- 
owes recommending that Pryor street, 

road street and Forsyth street be numbered 
each way from the railroad, Georgia avenue 
be numbered from Pryor street and be called 
East and West Georgia avenue, North avenue 
be numbered from West Peachtree and Trin- 
ity avenue be numbered from Forsyth street, 
was reported favorably. 

A petition from the Peters Land Company 
asking that $75.20 be refunded for money spent 
in repairing Piedmont avenue, was reported 
favorably. This work was filling up the deadly 
manhole, a it is called. 

A communication from Postmaster Lewis, 
stating that there were two streets in Atlanta 
of the following names: Arthur streets, Ella 
streets, Herbert streets, Highland avenues, 
Henry streets, Jones streets and Pear) 
streets, was read. The committee 
will recommend that Chairman Lambert, 
of the street committee, and City Enquirer 
Clayton rename the streets. 

The committee will also recommend that 
the present ordinance which requires contrac- 
tors, before doing any plumbing work on the 
Streets of the city, to givo a * of $1,000 
and be responsible for the shrinkage in the 
pavement, within six months after the com- 
pletion of their work, be repealed.
